The day light 
saving 
plan 
is to 
end two weeks from y esterday . 
On 
Sunday , Septemb er 29, at 12 a. in., 
clocks will b e moved one hour b ack, 
and for another six months the peo­ 
ple will regulate their lives accord­ 
ing to sun time. 
They will go to 
b ed on the new time and awaken in 
the morning on the old, or sun time. 
The reason for this dropping b ack 
is the fact that the sun has then 
passed the equinox. 
The am ount of 
day light is less than the num b er of 
hours of darkness; therefore the sun 
time must b e resorted to.
